NE of the most astounding de- 
O velopments in the artistic world 

—or, rather, in that part of it 
devoted to interior decoration—is the 
whole-hearted way in which the best 
of our modern artists have dedicated 
their talents to the creation of beauti- 
ful designs for use within the home. 

Men and women who, in another 
era, might well have confined their art 
to the painting of beautiful pictures— 
and turned their backs on the more 
practical aspects of ‘art—to-day are 
putting the game measure of idealism 
and creative genius into designs for 
utilitarian things. 

Since the beginning of: the modern 
movement, decorators have found that 
the new fabrics offer one of the most 
effective ways in which to intréduce 
the modern note in rooms. And this 
in turn has led many of our fore- 
most modern artists to turn their 
talents in the same direction. 

Now we have curtains, slipcovers, 
upholstery, designed—and signed—by 
prominent artists who find in the fine

In black and white and bright flag 
blue, this désign is excellent for sun- 
room or conservatory. In ryst, henna 
and tete de negre, it gives character 
to the old English study. In another 
combination, it is arresting for the 
living room. 

“Provencale,” a modern linen design 
by Helen Dryden, is a delightful compo- 
sition with gray figures riding horses 
against a floral background. The colors 
here are green-blue with peach and 
tete de negre; mauve with a dark 
yellowish green and blue-green; elec- 
tric blue with cherry réd and magenta. 
“Guitar,” another design by Miss Dry- 
den, shows figures reclining beneath a 
broad-leaved tree, while against the 
shadows a troubadour strums upon his 
mute guitar. 

In “Persian Garden,” a subdued 
Oriental pattern, C.-B. Falis uses 
domed mosques, arches, squat vases 
and tall straight trees to carry out his 
effect, and “Dynamo,” by the same 
artist, achieves true sympathy in a de- 
sign full of the modern feeling and its 
apparent conflict of lines. 

One could go on Indefinitely describ- 
ing patterns among these new and 
serviceable linens. But a word should 
be said about making, for a good effect 
depends quite as much on proper haad- 
ling as upon good color and design. 

Draperies in the modern manner are 
most effective when severely simple, 
made without ruffles, ruches or extra 
frills, and usually they are h with- 
out valances in long straight folds ex- 
tending from the cornice board or the 
top ef the window to the floor—ex- 
cept, of course, where there are case- 
ment windows which require vurtains 
to the sill.

Of the first type there is, for ex- 
ample, that extremely modernistie rug 
designed by Paul Poiret—but made in 
America—with its giddy sunflowér pat- 
tern, its colors of orange, blue, ofack.

white border. It could only tit -nto 
an extremely modern scheme or per- 
haps a resort home in Florida. 


The same with a second “uz, also by 
& well-known designer who names it 
“Poinsetta” in honor. of its design if 
blue, old rose, brown, gray-beige and 
Hght blue, splashing hurly-scurly over 
the rug in poinsetta-like petals. 


Contrasted with these «say develop- 
ments are the modern Chinese rugs 
which are guite co‘n..vative anJ very 
beautiful. One having a Nght blue 
centre with raised flowefs embroidered 
into the rug—an entirely new note— 
is particularly lovely. Another combines 
an apple green border, a henna centre 
and pale green. modernistic flower’ de- 
signs in one corner. , 

Perhaps the most modern things 
have been done in small chenille rugs 
for bedrooms. Among them is a new 
silken chenille made extremely lustrovs 
by the of a chemical applied in 
the process of weaving. These ..re to 
be had in exquisite bronzes and b:ues 
and greens and will provably be 
brought out later in larger rugs that 
may be used in halls, living and dining 
rooms. 

Modern hook rugs are worked out in 
copies of antique désigns. In fact, if 
the heart is set upon a certain antique 
pattern, it may be sent to the faetory 
and an exact copy will be made of it. 
One manufacturer is also making a 
hand-tufted woolen rug with a ° order 
in many distinctly different flowers, 
one woven next to the other so that 
the flowers themselves form a scalloped 
pattern around the rug. Another mod- 
ern touch is seen in hand-hooked, 
high-pile woolen rugs produced in 
delicate shades and modernistic pat- 
terns. After making, these rugs are 
sheared to make them seem even more 
delicate and to give a softly shaded 
effect. 

Modernistic rugs in deutral shades of 
gray-beige, black and white and tones 
of brown are still much in demand. 
And, of course the perfectly plain rug 
is always good—a safe choice for the 
foundation of almost any decorative 
scheme. 

Lest it should seem that pictures 
themselves are being pushed into the 
backgrourid by this new movement of 
the artists in the direction of rugs 
and fabrics, it should be remembered 
that pictures are to-day enjoying a 
tremendous vogue in the home and 
offer wndreamed of possibilities in 
striking color accents in harmony with 
modern schemes. 

It is always good decorative judg- 
ment to seek the type of picture best 
suited in color, subject, size and treat- 
ment to the room wherein it is to be 
hung. And this is a rule that may be 
successfully applied in the case of mod- 
ern subjects. 

The gayeties of those jolly garden 
rowdies—the sunflowers—are colorfully 
shown in the picture illustrated, which 
is a color facsimile of the well-known 
painting by Vincent Van Geogh. In its 
modernist frame, it might be ap- 
propriate for an up-to-date home—and 
would introduce a hapy. keynote wher- 
ever one might place it, 

A great many modern. pictures are 
im sympathy with period and conven- 
tional furnishings and without ques- 
tion as to correctness, can be used in 
conjunction with them. The more 
futuristic type of art, however, may re- 
quire a background in. strict keeping 
with it, and a color scheme keyed 
Girectly to it in order-to achieve a 
truly decorative effect. 

The question, then, is not one of 
whether a “modern” may be ‘used; but 
rather: Does the picture—modern, an- 
tique, or merely “in between”—blend 
happily with the colors, the appoint- 
ments, the spirit-of the room: it 
occupies. :
